WE NEED ALL SAINTS 
UNIVERSITY

There are reasons to be deeply 
concerned as we note the moral 
decline of Western civilization 
and the forces that seem bent on 
our destruction. 


But there are also some encou- 
raging factors that in fairness 
we need to recognize and to 
praise God for. 


In just the United States, with 
five percent of the world’s pop- 
ulation, there are more ordained 
ministers, more Bible-college 
students and more Christian 
radio stations than in all the rest 
of the world put together. 


We use statistics like those, with 
justification, to urge a greater 
sharing of the Gosepl with the 
other 95 percent of the world’s 
people, many of whom have very 
limited access to the message of 
Jesus Christ. 


But how are WE going to do it? 
The Church of God in Christ has 
no Bible Colleges or radio sta- 
tions. Don’t you think it’s time 
that a GREAT CHURCH like 
ours, also have a GREAT PUR- 
POSE? An accomplishment like 
ALL SAINTS UNIVERSITY 
would be a step in the right 
direction. At the present time, 
we are not placing any COGIC- 
trained ministers on the scene, 
nor is our voice being heard 
nationally in traditional COGIC 
manner in the ears. of 
unbelievers. 


But all those other ministers and 
Bible school students and Chris- 
tian radio stations say 
something about the inclination 
of their people, who unlike us, 
generously support them with 
their tithes and offerings. 


Our per-capita income is about 
as high as those other people 
aforementioned. We can afford 
to support clergymen and radio 
programs. We can also afford to 
give our youth a Bible-college 
education. If we decide to use a 
substantial part of our discre- 
tionary income in this manner, 
to support our own, it will say 


something about us. Something 


very encouraging. 


Most of the things I read; most 
of the data I collect; most of the 
statistics I compile are about 
other people. That is not encou- 
raging. A church with a 
membership population such as 
we boast of, should be in the 
center of religious news, 
nationally. We need more visibil- 
ity and credibility. A university 
such as ASU may bea giant step 
in the right direction. It is 
appalling to know that, of all the 
accredited, respected, recog- 
nized  Bible-college and 
universities in the whole-wide- 
world, WE HAVE NONE. 


For us, a Bible College is a must. 
We have little or no alternative 
not to have one. Most of our 
young people are not Christian 
educationally oriented, not to 
mention the older. That can 


easily be seen in UNAC. The 
majority of our church young 
people do not attend Christian 
education classes. They attend 
late-night musicals, and social- 
ize until the wee hours of the 
morning. At class time they are 
too sleepy and tired to attend 
classes. And their adult parents 
or guardians or chaperones do 
not bother to awaken them-and 
so year after year we go on 
without them. What a tragedy. 
Why do we continue fooling 
ourselves calling it UNAC In 
Training, when the persons who 
are to lead our church in the 
future are not being trained. 
Proverbially, non-school envir- 
onment produces a no-learning 
philosophy. 


A university like ASU would 
create an atmosphere conducive 
to learning. It would bring to 
conventions young people eager 
to learn for future application; 
to enhance their future careers. 
They could be assigned to “sit 
at the feet” of some of our great 
teachers and give reports, etc., 
as part of the curriculum. Then 
our convention training would 
have to change from “having 
church” to Christian education; 
from giving an idea about some- 
thing, to positive exposition. A 
cadre of qualified teachers, 
under the critical eye of a com- 
petent minister of training or 
dean; with a curriculum correl- 
ative to university training and 
church function would provide 
us with a reciprocal relationship 
in training second to none. 


Other religious persuasions are 
reporting a great influx of young 
people into their churches. The 
majority of this influxion is 
coming from Christian college 
campuses and high schools. And 
our children attending these 
schools are going with the flow, 
placing their faith in other 
persuasions, while losing faith 
in us. 


Let’s stop placing our young 
people “up for adoption” to other 
persuasions. Let’s keep the child- 
ren home, and make provision 
for them. Let’s “train them up 
ourselves in the way they should 
go.” We know the way far better 
than others. Let’s make the 
dream of All Saints University 
(ASU) a reality. 


It’s as if the Lord came unto me 
saying, “What mean ye that ye 
use this proverb concerning the 
young people of the Church of 
God in Christ, saying ‘The 
fathers have filed to build All 
Saints University, and the child- 
ren’s teeth are set on edge?” 


And it’s as if I answered, ‘“‘As 
you liveth, Lord, I pray that we 
will have no more occasion to use 
this proverb in the Church of 
God in Christ-anymore!” 


We can build ALL SAINTS 
UNIVERSITY. Let’s do it!

He served as State Chairman of 
the Church of God in Christ 
under the late Bishop Riley F.

created and directed by L. Diane 
Bennett. This Presentation gra- 
phically depicted the style, 
person and purpose of the late 
Bishop in a manner, seldom 
seen. Many guests were unable 
to refrain from tears, especially 
the Honoree. 


In addition, to the Awards, 
Proclamations and Inductions 
received, Bishop and Mrs. Sher- 
man were also presented with 
the Deed of Trust to Pentecostal 
Temple Church of God in Christ- 
PAID IN FULL, from the Chief 
Loan Officer of Mutual Savings 
and Loan Company.

ELDER BARNES 


In the book of II Timothy, Paul 
said that in the last days perilous 
times shall come. The word 
“perilous” means dangerous, 
unstable or shaky. We’re expe- 
riencing these times right now, 
they’re here, today. They hover 
over us haunting, threatening, 
and breathing the cold breath of 
destruction and fear upon us. If 
God does not sovereignly inter- 
vene, this world will fall and the 
very foundations of the universe 
will be shaken. The powers of 
evil and lawlessness are stirred 
and men are succumbing to the 
pressing passions of their minds. 
Their calloused spirits and har- 
dened hearts have become their 
own cursed chambers of 
extermination. 


The Lord in His Holy Word first 
gives a command to those of us 
that are redeemed to go out into 
the highways and hedges and 
compel men to come in, that my 
house may be filled. Then 
secondly God reveals Himself as 
the father of all the universe and 
He says, “Come unto me, all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden 
and I will give you rest.” Matt. 
11:28 


It became self-evident that I 
somehow with the help of God, 
must make my way to the Holy 
Convocation last year. In spite 
of all odds, I felt there was a 
special blessing there for me. I 
accepted the challenge and 


stepped out in faith and as 
expected God made the way. I 
arrived late Tuesday evening 
and on Wednesday afternoon 
while browsing in the COGIC 
Bookstore and talking to 
passser’s-by, I noticed a young 
man that seemed interested in 
what I had to say to others. 
Finally we addressed each other 
and exchanged names. After a 
few moments of conversation he 
asked me ‘Would you like to 
come to Trinidad?’ That’s 
where it began. 


This was to be my first expe- 
rience in the foreign fields since 
my call to full time evangelism 
five years ago. With great antic- 
ipation and expectation I 
boarded the 727 jet in Miami 
headed for the islands of the 
Caribbean. The things I expe- 
rienced the next few days were 
“eyé opening,” startling and 
informative. Christopher Colum- 
bus had landed here in 1498, 
(once called Lere, Land of the 
Humming Bird, by the Amerin- 


dians) naming the island and 
claiming it for the Spanish 
Crown. For the next thirty days 
I was scheduled to minister here 
in the capital city, Port of Spain, 
the country’s main port and 
bustling center of government, 
commerce and communication. 
The city comprises all ethnic 
groups and the mixtures that 
result from an intimately inte- 
grated society. The religious 
convictions of the people are just 
as diverse: Christians, Hindu, 
Moslem, as well as a large group 
of Baptists, Pentecostals and 
numerous other sects, including 
worshippers of Shango and 
other African deities. English is 
the official language, spoken 
with a lilt that is typical 
Trinidadian. 


Rev. Dennis Vincent, pastor of 
Garden of Prayer for All Nations 
Deliverence Center Inc., wel- 
comed me in his home and heart 
and after meeting his lovely wife 
and three children, I became a 
native. I ate, slept, lived and 
thought as a native. Having to 
give up many of the so called 
“luxuries” of life that we as 
Americans enjoy, I experienced 
eating foods not familiar to my 
taste buds, taking cold showers 
as there was no hot water unless 
you boiled it. I was slowly being 
eaten alive I thought by the flies, 
mosquitoes, and the heat (no air- 
conditioning). The constant how- 
ling of dogs and crowing of 
roosters all night made it almost 
impossible to sleep at night. God 
had sent me to this country to 
minister to the needs of his 
people. It was a mystery even to 
Pastor Vincent as to why he had 
chosen me out of many request 
to come at this particular time. 
It was “Carnival” time in Tri- 
nidad. The ‘‘season”’ begins 
immediately after New Year’s 
and runs until Ash Wednesday. 
It is a festival of music and song, 
dance, drama and the most 
elaborate costumery to be seen 
anywhere. Main performers are 
hundreds of calypsonians offer- 
ing nightly renditions of their 
season’s songs in makeshift 
concert halls known as tents, 
thousands of pan-men practicing 
in panyards for the Panorama 
steelband competition, and thou- 
sands more mask-makers and 
masqueraders preparing their 
presentations and costumes for 
the two-day spectacle which 
culminates this hectic season. 


I was asked by a young Hindu 
woman that was interviewing 
me on Trinidad’s only television 
station why I had come to Tri- 
nidad at “carnival time’? My 
answer was to try to reach the 
lost souls there, especially the 
young people, that would no 
doubt be damaged, marred, 
scared or even killed as a result 
of carnival. Approximately 40% 
of the population is under age 
18. Even some of the members 
of Garden of Prayer questioned 
their pastor as to ‘“‘why another 
American evangelist?” We need 
teaching not a lot of holloring 
and carrying on. 


CONTINUED 
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ONE BAPTISM MANY 


One Sunday night in our 
YPWW, my young neice asked 
a most interesting question. She 
wanted to know why some of the 
Saints who were Baptized and 
filled with the Holy Ghost in 
Acts 2:4, were later filled with 
the Holy Ghost in Acts 4:31. 
Peter and John were in this 
group. Acts 4:31 reads: “And 
when they had prayed, the place 
was shaken where they were 
assembled together; and they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the word 
of God with boldness.” 


Years earlier I had pondered over 
these fillings also until the Lord 
revealed the meaning to me. 
First, The Holy Ghost comes to 
abide or stay, live within us. He 
does not go off on visits and then 
return. St. John 14:16 states: 
“And I will pray the Father, and 
He shall give you another com- 
forter, that he may abide with 
you forever.” I Corinthians 3:16 
reads: “Know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you?” 
Therefore the Holy Ghost does 
not leave and when the anoint- 
ing or power is needed, return. 


Secondly, You cannot use Him 
up as gasoline and have to be 
refilled. He is a Spirit, the very 
Spirit of God. He does not come 
in parts, nor is he used up in 
parts. He takes up his residence 
in the believer to empower him 
for the service of the Lord. Please 
note the word filled, not refilled 
is used concerning the Holy 
Ghost in the believer. 


One baptism and many fillings 
is an expression used by the 
Saints. It is a true saying. The 
Holy Ghost comes upon us, 
submerges us in Himself, then 
enters in to take up His resi- 
dence. This initial work is the 
baptism. Once this is received, 
future acts of the Spirit upon the 
believer is referred to as fillings. 


FILLINGS 


Why is the Holy Ghost given to 
us? For what purpose? Is it just 
to speak in tongues and dance? 
As wonderful as these are there 
are other reasons. The Holy 
Ghost takes up His residence in 
us to take over and perform in 
us that that God desires. He is 
our interperter of heavenly 
things, I Corinthians 2:13; He is 
a teacher, John 14:26; a guide, 
John 16:13; a leader, Romans 
8:14; chooses our spiritual voca- 
tions and fields of operations, 
Acts 13:2; 16:6; Controls actions 
of believers, Acts 10:19; Giveth 
spiritual life, Romans 8:11; He 
is a comforter, John 15:26; a 
spiritual gift giver, I Corinthians 
12:7-11; He is the executor of the 
trinity, therefore, carrying out 
many operations too numerous 
to mention. He teaches us how 
to pray and what to pray for, so 
you see how essential it is for 
us to have this constant 
Companion. 


What then is meant by many 
fillings? In our explaining this 
to my neice in service, my 
nephew brought forth a very 
good example. When driving an 
automobile, there are times 
when in passing or whatever, 
more speed is needed. As you 
depress the gas pedal, you can 
feel the shift or change of speed. 
More power is needed. There are 
times the Holy Ghost speaks 
softly to us; we are aware that 
it is He, yet, we may not feel a 
great stirring or anointing. Then 
there are times such as expound- 
ing the word of God, or praying 
for the sick we feel a great 
stirring or anointing within us. 
The Holy Ghost is arising within 
us to meet the occasion. He fills 
our very being, we feel Him in 
our hands, feet, our whole body. 
At times He fills us in praising 
God, we clap, dance and sing. 
Whenever there is a need, we feel 
Him moving and filling us. This 
comes from within. I John 2:27 
reads: “But the anointing which 


ye have received of Him (God, 
the Father) abideth in you...” 


Whenever we read of a filling in 
the new testament, it is followed 
by some spiritual work or act, 
such as in Acts 4:31, “... They 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the word 
ot God with boldness.” Acts 4:8 
reads: “Then Peter filled with 
the Holy Ghost, said unto 
them...” (he was empowered to 
preach). Acts 13:9 states: ““Then 
Saul (who also is called Paul) 
filled with the Holy Ghost set his 
eyes on him” (the sorcerer whom 
Paul placed a season of blindness 
on). Acts 7:55 reads: “And he, 
(Stephen) being full of the Holy 
Ghost, looked stedfastly into 
heaven, and saw the glory of 
God, and Jesus standing on the 
right hand of God.” Sometimes 
He fills us just to let us know 
we are loved and He is pleased 
with works as in Acts. At times 
we feel that stirring within us 
as He communes with us, relay- 
ing to us that that He has 
received from the Lord. 


The more we come under the 
domination of the Holy Ghost, 
the more obedient we are, the 
more He reveals Himself to us 
and the more He empowers us. 
We become men and women full 
of, or dominated by, the Holy 
Ghost. He possesses us, not we 
Him. Acts 6:3 states: ‘“Wherefore 
brethren, look ye out among you 
seven men of honest report, full 
of the Holy Ghost...” 


In conclusion may I repeat that 
the fillings come from the Spirit 
of God within us, arising and 
filling us to comfort or empower 
us to perform some work or 
action for the Lord. May this 
blessed Spirit of God ever live 
within us; may we be fit temples 
for His inhabitance.

In the passing of Elder Harold 
Conedy, Jr., our church has lost 
a dedicated leader, faithful min- 
ister and loving friend. 


Harold taught and lived the life 
of a caring person. He was a 
giver! 


Elder Harold Conedy, Jr., was 
born on April 29, 1936, in Eli- 
zabeth, Louisiana, the first son 
born of seven children, to the late 
Bishop and Mrs. Harold Conedy, 
Sr. 


Harold was raised in the fear and 
admonition of the Lord and he 
received Christ at an early age. 


In the late 1940’s, the family 
relocated in Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia, where his father founded 
the Palm Lane Church of God 
in Christ. 


Harold, Jr., attended Compton 
High School and Compton Junior 
college, where he starred in 
football and basketball. 


Eventually his athletic talents 
afforded him a career as a pro- 
fessonal football player. 


Although Harold received many 
awards and trophies as a profes- 
sional athlete, the Lord had a 
greater calling. 


In 1962, the Lord impressed 
young Harold to take a more 
active role in the church which 
eventually led to his calling into 


the Ministry. 


His first sermon preached was 
entitled, “Prepare to Meet God’, 
found in Amos 4:12.

Harold felt 
that a true servant of God must 
serve the community as well as 
the church. He was actively 
involved in several community 
programs, including serving on 
the Board of Directors of the 
Watts Health Foundation.

He was “Faithful 
unto Death.” 


Although frail and weak in his 
body, Elder Conedy led his final 
Pastorial Prayer on Sunday, 
June 9, 1985, to his Palm Lane 
Family.

A HISTORICAL 
CHURCH BURNED 
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where Elder T. D. Daniels is 
pastor. Elder received a phone 
call around 2:00 a.m., and 
arrived at the church in time to 
see the building in flames. Fire- 
men battled to save the building, 
but the blazes leaped higher and 
higher, soon the roof caved in 
leaving the church and all con- 
tents destroyed. The fire was 
ruled by Dallas Fire Department 
to have been started by arsonist. 
Several members of the church, 
the Assistant Pastor, Elder 
Joseph Jackson was awakened to 
the sad news and many came to 
see the sight for themselves. 
Mixed emotions filled the air 
stood and watched the feelings 
of grief, sadness and disgust 
with shedding of tears wonder- 
ing why must this happen. One 
particular member, Mother 
Phoebe Craven was heavily 
grieved to see this happen, for 
she was one in the number when 
Bishop E. M. Page led the con- 
gregation into this edifice in 
1928. She was also in the last 
service held the night the church 
burned. 


Page’s Temple Church of God in 
Christ is a historical church and 
will always be remembered in 
the hearts of many. In 1914, the 
Lord spoke to Bishop E. M. Page 
while in prayer and said, “I want 
you to go to Texas.” This call 
was confirmed when the Spirit 
revealed to Bishop C. H. Mason. 
He said to him, “Son, the Lord 
wants you to go to Texas.” He 
moved to Texas and was 
appointed pastor of the First 
Pentecostal Church of God in 
Christ, located then on Cochran 
Street in Dallas. The Lord 
blessed his labor there and in

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1928, he built a three story brick 
veneer building with seating 
capacity for 1,200 persons, a 
large basement, cafeteria and 
dining area, living quarters and 
office space. At the demise of 
Bishop E. M. Page the church 
pastorage was assumed by a 
spiritually dedicated young man 
by the name Elder R. M. Jackson. 
The church was blessed under 
his leadership, many saved, 
healed and delivered from demon 
power. This man labored hard 
preaching and teaching for long 
hours, many times tarrying all 
night long with the saints. He 
was successful to renovate the 
church, reinforce with steel 
beams and remodel inside. After 
his death in 1967, the church 
was pastored by the late Bishop 
F. L. Haynes, Jurisdictional 
Bishop of Texas Northeast. 


In 1978, Supt. T. D. Daniels, 
Administrative Assistant to 
Bishop Haynes was appointed 
pastor and was also successful 
in remodeling the church inside 
and outside. During this crisis 
the church was sheltered by 
Bishop J. Neaul Haynes, Presid- 
ing Prelate, Texas Northeast. 
Regular servics were held in the 
Chapel of Texas Northeast Head- 
quarters and the Jurisdiction 
contributed over $6,000.00 to the 
church. Elder Daniels and a 
special Trust Fund Committee 
located a new building and was 
purchased, located at 2574 West 
Illinois Ave. On January 27, 
1985, the members gathered at 
the ruins of the church was led 
in prayer by the pastor, left by 
motorcade to the new location to 
officially open the doors for 
worship.
